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After 40 Turbulent Years as 
Director of the FBI, Hoover 
Laughs at Retirement Talk 


EDITOR'S NOTE—Approach- 


Ing 70, J. Edgar Hoover is once 
again the subject of criticism 
and controversy. But he is fazed 
by neither and looks forward to 
a continuing active career. He 
granted an exclusive interview 
to Don Whitehead, author of 
"The FBI Story" and former 
Associated Press correspondent, 
and told him of plans for the 
future and Hoover's views on 
the place of the FBI in the na- 
tion's law-enforcement appara- 
tus.

WASHINGTON (AP) - J. 


Edgar Hoover has survived 
more than 40 turbulent years as 
director of the FBI under seven 
presidents. 
Now he 
merely 


chuckles.at those who talk of his 
early retirement. 


Hoover,'who is 69 years old, 


said in an interview: "I feel 
fine. I!m in better physical con- 
dition than I have been in years. 
And I intend to remain active 
because I just don't like the 
rocking-chair life. If I retired, I 
wouldn't enjoy life very much." 
••Hoover gives every appear- 
ance of a man who is enjoying 
life hugely, even when it be- 
cpmes a bit hectic as it has been 
in recent days. He is 33 pounds 
lighter than he was six years 
ago. He appears to have lost 
little if any of his old restless 
energy. And he places no cutoff 
date on his future. 


Part of his exuberance, no 


doubt, comes from the fact that 
President Johnson waived last 
May the requirement that he 
retire at 70, which he reaches in 
January. 


"So you might say I'm hooked 


— and I'm happy about it even 
though staying on the job will 
cost me money," Hoover said. 
"If I retired, I could, under the 
new law, draw a tax-free pen- 
sion of $30,000 a year. But by 
staying on the job I must pay a 
substantial part of it in income 
.taxes." 


Hoover said he had observed 


that men who remain physically 
and mentally busy are less sub- 
ject to heart attacks and other 
ailments than those who retire, 
slow their working pace, and 
grow fat from leisure. 


He mentioned Bernard • Bar- 


uch, Winston Churchill and 
late Herbert Hoover as exam- 
ples of men who continued ac- 
tive, useful lives long after they 
Had passed 70.

We ate at all the best restau- 
rants — a lot of rich food — and 
when I got back to the office I 
was much too heavy. 


"Then I got an invitation to a 


formal dinner at the White 
House, When I got out my dress 
suit, I could hardly squeeze into 
it. In fact, I was afraid during 
the evening that I'd pop some- 
thing loose. That is when I 
decided that I — and all my 
special agents — were going to 
take off weight. A survey had

/ears to avoid public disputes. 
But I cannot let attacks, on the 
FBI go unchallenged when they 
are not justified. If I didn't 
speak out in defense of my 
agents, I would have no morale 
left in this organization." 


About two weeks ago Hoover 


leveled some harsh words at his 
critics during a news conference 
attended by women reporters. 
Some thought the words popped 
out on the spur of the moment, 
aut such wasn't the case. 


For several months Hoover 


had been smarting under re- 
ports of criticisms from civil 
rights leaders, which he felt 
added up to: 


Deriding the efforts of the 


FBI to bring to justice the men 
guilty of slaying civil rights 
workers and bombing Negro 
homes and churches in the 
South; advising Negroes not to 
take their problems to the FBI; 
saying most FBI agents were 
Southerners who were not sym- 
pathetic to the Negroes' cause; 
blaming the* FBI when'the De- 
partment of Justice decided not 
to prosecute certain complaints; 
and criticizing the FBI's coop- 
eration with "segregationist" 
police officers in law enforce- 
ment. 


In his talk with the newswo- 


men, Hovoer replied to the criti- 
cism. 


"The time had come to be 


blunt," he said in the latest in- 
terview. "Public trust in the 
FBI is an important part of law 
enforcement and national secu- 
rity. If that trust is chipped 


the responsibilities of law en- 
forcement should be transferred 
frortt local police to the FBI. 


"it has been intimated that in 


protectifig the life of the Presi- 
dent of the United States/' he 
said* "that 
federal

should take into custody every" 
one who might conceivably be a 
threat to the President's 
life 


when he visits a city. 


"This would mean picking up 


every Communist, kook and 
leatnik in a city and holding 
them without charge. If federal 
officers did this, there would be 
a tremendous uproar over the 
violation of these people's civil 
rights — and rightly so." 


Hoover still thinks the Warren 


Commission was unjustified in 
chiding the FBI for not having 
passed the name of Lee Harvey 
Oswald along to the Secret 
Service as a potential killer. It 
was Oswald whom the commis- 
sion held solely responsible for 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy. Hoover contends there 
was nothing in the record to 
suggest that Oswald was dan- 
gerous. 


"Total security for the Presi- 


dent of the United States is re- 
diculous," Hoover said. "When

from civil rights leaders for the 
FBI to give personal protection 
to civil rights workers and those 
demonstrating for civil rights 
causes.

'They want us to be body- 


guards and to give personal pro- 
tection," Hoover said, "but that 
is impossible. It was even sug- 
gested, at one time that our 
agents should drive the buses 
used by Freedom Riders going 
across Alabama. I refused to do 
it. Our agents can not be chauf- 
feurs for any cause. 


"After all that has been writ- 


ten, so few people know what 
we legally can do and can't do. 
Our agents can not be used as 
instruments for social reform. 
They 
are 
law 
enforcement 


agents. Their job is to gather 
facts when there is an indication 
that a federal law has been vio- 
lated. These facts are presented 
to the Department of Justice, 
and the department decides 
whether there will be or will not 
be a prosecution. 


"An FBI agent is not author- 


ized to pass judgment on the 
guilt or innocence of a person. 
He can only gather the facts 
and let the facts speak ^for 
themselves. If he were allowed 
to become 
an 
investigator, 


judge and jury all in one, then 
we would have no constitutional 
law enforcement. We would 
have a police state." 


Hoover is convinced that the 


only sound law enforcement 
system is one based on a local 
police system working in coop- 
eration with the federal agen- 
cies. He argues the main police 
responsibilities lie at the local 
level and must remain there. He

Estes Trial 
6n TV to Be 
Decided 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court decided today 
to rule on whether live televi- 
sion coverage of the trial of 
Billie Sol Estes on a charge o< 
swindling violated his rights 
under the U.S. Constitution. 


Estes, the Texan whose fi- 


nancial 
bubble 
burst 
with 


heavy losses by lending compa- 
nies, appealed to the high tri- 
bunal from his conviction by a 
state court jury in Tyler, Tex. 
He was sentenced to eight years 
imprisonment. 


The Supreme Court, in an- 


nouncing it had granted Estes 
a hearing, said it would be re- 
stricted to the Texan's com- 
plaint against requiring him to 
"submit to live television of his 
trial." 


The announcement said the 


hearing will be limited to this 
question: 


"Whether the action of the 


trial court, over 
petitioner's 


(Estes's) continued objection, 
denied him due process of law 
and equal protection of the laws 
under the 14th Amendment to 
the Constitution of the United 
States, in requiring petitioner 
to submit to live television of 
his trial, and in refusing to 
adopt in this all-out publicity 
case, as a rule of trial pro- 
cedure, Canon 35 of the Canons 
of ^Judicial Ethics of the Amer- 
ican Bar Association, and in- 
stead adopting and following, 
over defendant's (Estes's) ob- 
jection, Canon 28 of the Canons 
of Judicial Ethics, since ap- 
proved by the judicial section 
of the integrated (state 
agen 


cy) state bar of Texas."

KHARTOUM, Sudan, (AP) - 


Arabs 
and 
Negroes 
battled 


through the night in Khartoum 
and fighting continued today 
An estimated 10 persons were 
reported killed, and scores were 
injured, including an American 
couple. 


The racial Warfare broke out 


when 
thousands 
of Negroes 


from South Sudan massed at the 
Khartoum Airport to protest 
domination by the East African 
nation's Arab majority. Then 
they invaded the city, smashing 
automobiles and attacking Eu- 
ropeans and Americans as well 
as Arabs. 


Apparently 
the 
Europeans 


and Americans were mistaken 
in the dark for Arabs. "This is 
not against you," a leader of the 
mob told an English family and 
two Americans at the airport. 


The rioters smashed windows 


at Communist China's embassy. 


Iron shutters were lowered 


over the windows of the U.S. 
Embassy, and a Marine guard 
was on the alert. 


Helmeted police and troops 


with bayonets dispersed the Ne- 
gro mob. An hour later thou- 
sands 
of Arabs. armed 
with 


sticks invaded the Negro quar- 
ter adjoining the airport. Bloody 
clashes were reported through 
the night. 


The demonstration started at 


Khartoum 
Airport 
when 
a 


crowd of about 5,000 Negroes 
assembled 
to greet 
Interior 


Minister Clement Mboro. Mbo- 
ro, a Negro, had been touring 
South 
Sudan, 
where 
Negro 


tribes are rebelling against the 
Arabs of the northern Sudan 
who dominate the government 
and the army.

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The Ar- 


kansas Supreme Court today re- 
vered 
the 
conviction

death sentence of Frank Harris 
of Jonesboro because a 6-year- 
old child was permitted to testify 
against him. 


Harris was sentenced to die 


in the slaying of Mrs. Leonard 
Dever and four of her children 
near Trumann Dec. 20, 1963, 


A key witness against him 


was Mary Dever, daughter of 
the-dead woman. 


"It appears that at the time 


of Mary Deyer's preliminary ex- 
amination it might have been 
thought that she was a compe- 
tent witness," Justice Franc 
Holt, wrote in the unainmous 
opinion. "However, her subse- 
quent'testimony with its major 
inconsistencies 
and 
irreconcil- 


able conflicts on material issues 
x xx convinces us her testimony 
was subject to-exclusion." 


Harris, was convicted earlier 


and sentenced to life in prison 


In the death of Leonard Dever. 
Six members 
of 
the Dever 


family died, either by shooting 
or in a fire .which destroyed 
their home. 


Mary and a brother, survived 


and. b o t h 
testified 
against 


Harris. The brother, Ronald, 9, 
may not have been a competent 
witness

Infiltration 
Big Problem 
in Viet Nam 


EDITOR'S NOTE - A white 


House statement 
on Tuesday 


referred 
to increased 
North 


Vietnamese support of Commu- 
nist fighters in South Viet Nam, 
but gave no figures on the ex- 
tent of Communist infiltration.- 
In this exclusive interview, the 
new South Vietnamese ambas- 
sador to Washington lists infil- 
tration figures and gives his 
views on the niilitary and politi- 
cal situation in his war-plagued 
homeland.

WASHINGTON (AP) — North 


Viet Nam sent 30,000 to 40,000 
infiltrators into South Viet Nam 
during the past three years and 
the flow continues at a stepped- 
up 
pace, 
Ambassador 
Tran 


Thicn Khicm said today. 


The newly arrived South Viet- 


namese envoy said in an exclu- 
sive interview that the Ho Chi 
Minh Trail, passing from North 
Viet Nam through Laos, serves 
as the main road of infiltration. 


Khiem, bespectacled 39-year- 


old 
soldier 
trained 
by 
the 


French and Americans, is a 
lieutenant 
general 
who 
has 


served as commander- in-chief 
of the South Vietnamese armed 
forces and as his country's min- 
ister of defense. 


He was one of the triumvirate 


along with Gen. Nguyen Khanh 
and 
Gen. 
Duong Van 
Minh 


which ruled South Vie INam last 
summer before the formation of 
the present civilian government. 


How to stop the infiltration 


has been a perpetual worry of 
the Vietnamese general staff, 
Khiem said in the interview. 


He added: "We have been 


thinking about this for a long 
time arid we arc still thinking. If 
we are not able to stop the infil- 
tration completely, at least it 
must be slowed down." 


"We have Special Forces on 


the borders with Laos but there 
are not enough troops for this. 
Our biggest 
difficulty 
is the 


mountainous terrain which is 
hard to control." 


Asked if stopping the infiltra- 


tion would be decisive in turning 
the tide of battle in South Viet 
Nam, Khiem replied: "We do 
think that if we can succeed in 
stopping the infiltration it will 
have a very large impact." 


The problem of infiltration 


was touched upon in a White 
House statement Tuesday which 
followed a White House meeting 
between President Johnson and 
U.S. Ambassador Maxwell D. 
Taylor, It said there was "accu- 
mulating evidence of continuing 
and increased North Vietnam- 
ese support of the Viet Cong and 
of North Vietnamese forces in, 
and passing through, the territo- 
ry of Laos in violation of the 
Geneva accords of 1962." 


The State Department said 


Wednesday that the evidence of 
North Vietnamese support and 
infiltration into South Viet Nam 
is "extensive and complex" but 
no figures were given. 


Khiem said that GO per cent of 


the infiltrators have been mili- 
tary cadres and 40 per cent are 
civilians who are trained at or- 
ganizing Communist cells at the 
village and provincial levels. 


"According to captured docu- 


ments and word from prisoners 
of war, the infiltration increased 
over a three year period of 1961- 
1963," Khiem said. "According 
to the figures we got we under- 
stand North Viet Nam sent be- 
tween 30,000 and 40,000 people." 


Khiem said the Ho Chi Minh 


Trail begins at Vinh, a seaport 
in North Viet Nam, crosses into 
Laos at Mui Gia Pass and runs 
into southeastern Laos to impor- 
tant supply and contentration 
points at Tchepone, Muong and 
Nung and Attopu. 


"Recently Gen. Phoumi Nosa- 


yan, rightist deputy prime min- 
ister of Laos and minister of 
defense, said North Viet Nam 
has some five divisions — 20,000 
men — in the territory of Laos 
and two- thirds of these forces 
are being used to protect the Ho 
Chi Minh Trail. 


"On the supply roads, accord- 


ing to (he information we have, 
North Viet Nam is using Soviet- 
built Molotovar trucks. 
"This convoy of trucks is sup- 
ported 
by armored cars or 


tanks," Khiem said. 


He said this information had 


been given to him personally by 
royal 
Laotian army 
officers 


from Savannakhet, one of the 
southern military bases of the 
Lao government. 


Khiem said that in the mili- 


tary field in South Viet Nam, 
"We are quite sure that the 
Communists are not able to win 
the war." 


But he said the political situa- 


tion still is confused because full 
agreement has not been reached 
among all political leaders on a 
unified point of view as to the 
best way of fighting the Com- 
munist Viet Cong. 


"It is sure that the Commu- 


nisfs will take advantage of this 
cojjfusion to make the situation 
more difficult," he said. 


Khiem said the Vietnamese

WASHINGTON 
(AP) — No 


matter how well they paint over 
their differences or find some 
party unity, Republicans will 
still be in a far poorer spot than 
Democrats in building voter 
appeal. 


The Democrats, not the Re- 


publicans, are the ones in a po- 
sition to propose programs and 
then put them into action be- 
cause a Democrat is president 
and 
Democrats, 
in 
over- 


whelming 
numbers 
in House 


and Senate, run Congress. 


Thus; since they will lack the 


votes to override 
Democratic 


programs or put through their 
own ideas, the Republicans are 
left pretty much in the position 
of critics, not doers. 


This is an unhappy spot for a 


party 
which, while it is still 


trying to pick up the pieces aft- 
er the 1064 election disaster, is 
talking of trying to surge back 
in the congressional 
elections 


two years from now. 


And if they remain split into 


Goldwaterites and anti-Goldwa- 
terites — which is what seems 
likely — they'll be unable to 
present any kind of policy that 
can be called a Republican poli- 
cy and make it convincing. 


A split seems inescapable. If 


exactly like Burl Ives told the

the Republicans who have had 
enough of Sen, Barry Gold' 
water's brand of republicanism 
manage to throw out his hand' 
picked chairman of the Republi- 
can National Committee, Dean 
Burch, this will leave the party 
divided.

For most of the past 32 years, 


Democrats in Congress 
have 


been in a far more advanta- 
geous position than the Republi- 
cans are now or have been. 


Since 
President 
Roosevelt's 


election in 1932, Republicans 
have had a majority in both 
houses of Congress — and there- 
fore control — only twice: in 
1947-48 and 1953-54, or a total of 
four years out of 32., 


In all the other years since 


1932, 
as a minority party, they 


lacked control. This means that 
even in President Eisenhower's 


last six years in office Demo- 
cratic majorities ran Congress. 


Those six years provide a 


good example of what congres- 
sional control can mean even 
When the other party has the 
White Mouse. 


From 1955 to 1961 Sen. Lyndon 


B. Johnson Was Democratic ma- 
jority leader in the Senate and 
his fellow Texan, the late Sam 
Rayburn, was speaker of the 
House. 


Both were master politicians. 


But that wasn't all they had 
going for them. With their ma- 
jorities 
in both Houses they 


could approve or stifle the pro- 
grams Eisenhower sent to the 
Capitol, or alter them. 


That they worked hard for a 


j number of those programs is a 


I fact. But it was also a happy 
political advantage. Eisenhower 
had to share credit with the 
Democrats for his programs 
that went through. 


It was a position of power en- 


abling Democrats to claim rec- 
ognition for much that was ac- 
complished, 
and they did. It 


gave them an excellent talking 
point in the 1960 elections. 
It seems fair to say that the 
Republicans, 
since 
they 
are 


strictly a minority party in Con- 
gress, will be in a pathetic polit- 
ical position unless they can 
achieve some unity quickly be- 
fore Congress opens in January. 


If they don't, they won't even 


look like a minority. . They'll
